WASHINGTON", June 17.—The follow-

MADRID, June 17.—It is said here that 


Camara's fleet has sailed to bombard 
Boston and other New England coast 
towns. It is also said that the fleet has 
gone to the Philippine islands. There 
is a feeling of great optimism in ofilcial 
circles, over the fleet's sailing. Great 
activity is shown utt the navy yards and 
arsenals and work is being pushed in 
the fitting out of a third naval fleet. II 
is the general opinion here that a pro 
trated war is to result, and that the 
government dot-i not depend upon one 
of the powers for assistance. 


The suggestion that the St. Paul and 


St. Louis run over to the Mediterran- 
ean and see what Camara has for a fleet 
is not a bad idea. These two cruisers 
may have no protection, yet with their 
monstrous gnus aud accurate aim and 
ability to show a 30 knot speed at a 
moment's notice, they might be able to 
sink the whole Spanish Cadiz fleet by 
running away when necessary and using 
their monster guns at a safe distance.

Shells from the Spani sh batteries were 
clearly seen to fall ou the American 
ships, which were approximately two 
miles off. The Spanish losses at the 
Morro were ono artillery corporal killed 
aud one second lieutenant, Juan Arbol, 
eight soldiers and two sailors of the 
watch service wonnded. At the Zocapa 
battery two artillery sailors were killed 
aud Second Lieutenant Ricard Bras- 
quite of the navy and six soldiers were 
wounded.

Am- 
munition will not be thrown away. Care- 
ful instructions will be griven to the gun 
captains not to fire unless they can see 
their mark, which in this case will be the 
enemy's guns." 


These instructions were so well car- 


rried out that Admiral Sampson, after 
the bombardment, said: "I do not be- 
lieve there is much left of the western 
battery. It got a great harninerinp thla 
morninp, 


"The eastern fortifications were harder 


to hit. I thing some of the guns we see 
there are Quakers. 


"I wish Hobson and his fellows were 


not in Morro castle. We would knock 
that down were it not for that reason. 


"i suppose the Spaniards 
deserted 


their guns soon after our fire opened. It 
would not do them any good to stay 
there." 


If it is true that ships' guns have been 


mounted on the Spanish batteries It will 
be most significant, for it will show that 
Admiral Cervera has given up hope of 
ever getting out of the trap which Ad- 
miral Sampson guards. 


After the decks had been washed down 


and the guns cooled. Admiral Sampson 
set this signal: "The firing-on the west- 
ern battery wag exceedingly good, es- 
pecially that of the Texas."
